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REPORT 


OF  THE 

State  Board  of  Health  of  Utah 

For  the  Biennial  Period  Ending  December  31,  1914 


It  is  gratifying  to  record  many  fundamental  and  per- 
manent improvements  in  the  public  health  conditions  of 
the  State,  and  especially  the  increasing  public  interest  in 
the  subject. 

In  former  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
paramount  importance  of  disseminating  knowledge  of  the 
facts  pertaining  to  the  protection  of  the  most  valuable 
community  possession,  the  lives  and  health  of  the  people ; 
and  this  should  again  be  emphasized. 

It  has  been  wisely  said  that  “public  health  is  purchas- 
able. A community  may  within  limits  determine  its  death 
rate/’  In  other  words,  facts  now  known  regarding  the 
cause  and  prevention  of  many  diseases  make  it  possible 
to  completely  eradicate  them. 

As  a result  of  measures  based  thereon,  the  annual 
death  rate  in  the  United  States  has  been  reduced  from  19+ 
to  14+  per  thousand  population  within  the  past  twenty 
years,  thereby  adding  four  years  to  the  average  length  of 
life;  but  nothwithstanding  the  remarkable  achievement, 
there  remains  a vast  waste  of  life  that  may  be  definitely 
prevented  by  the  extended  use  of  the  available  measures. 

Preventable  diseases  are  still  responsible  for  one-third 
of  the  total  deaths;  and  the  people  of  Utah  should  be  in- 
interested  in  knowing  that  in  this  State  not  less  that  1,500 
lives  that  might  be  saved  are  annually  destroyed  by  the 
diseases  referred  to. 

The  most  difficult  problem  is  that  of  making  the  facts 
known  and  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  fur- 
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nish  the  means  to  this  end  at  least  to  a much  greater  extent 
than  has  been  attained.  The  cost  of  efficient  educational 
agencies  and  administrative  control  would  be  infinitesimal 
compared  with  the  enormous  economic  loss  suffered  under 
existing  conditions. 

The  productive  value  of  a human  life  applied  to  the 
entire  population,  is  estimated  by  recognized  authorities  to 
be  $2,900.  Therefore,  the  total  annual  preventable  loss  to 
the  State  from  this  item  may  be  readily  calculated.  Add 
the  loss  due  to  the  sickness  of  those  who  recover,  and  the 
aggregate  becomes  staggering;  not  to  mention  the  incal- 
cuable  suffering  involved. 

Can  it  be  regarded  as  good  public  policy  to  permit 
such  a state  of  affairs  to  continue?  Is  anything  of  more 
vital  concern  than  the  safeguarding  of  the  vast  human 
life  asset  of  the  State  from  such  needless  waste?  In  view 
of  the  facts,  is  it  not  incomprehensible  that  only  two  cents 
per  capita  is  annually  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health  which  is  charged  with  the 
duty  and  responsibility  of  supplying  or  directing  the 
measures  which  alone  can  afford  the  needed  protection? 

The  endeavor  has  been  made  to  secure  the  utmost 
return  from  the  wholly  inadequate  allowance;  but  it  is 
urged  that  the  amount  shall  be  materially  increased. 
Money  appropriated  for  public  health  purposes  should  be 
recognized  as  a most  important  investment  of  state  funds, 
and  should  be  in  some  degree  commensurate  with  the  re- 
sults attainable. 

When  the  United  States  government  projected  the 
Panama  Canal,  it  was  recognized  that  the  prevailing  deadly 
diseases  which  had  been  a large  facor  in  the  previous  fail- 
ure to  construct  the  canal,  must  first  be  eradicated.  The 
recent  discoveries  in  public  sanitation  and  disease  control 
had  made  it  possible  to  accomplish  this  object  and  the  ne- 
cessary measures  were  confidently  undertaken,  with  the 
result  that  the  public  health  conditions  in  the  canal  zone 
excel  those  of  any  other  locality.  Preventable  diseases, 
which  caused  an  annual  death  rate  of  100  per  1,000  of  the 
population  at  the  time  of  the  operations  of  the  French 
in  1886,  have  been  eradicated  and  the  death  rate  is  now 
less  than  in  the  United  States. 

The  same  determination  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
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Utah  to  utilize  modern  sanitary  methods  would  soon  re- 
duce the  unnecessary  loss  of  life  to  a minimum. 

Among  the  most  effective  public  health  activities  in 
Utah  during  the  biennial  period  were  the  Clean  Town  Con- 
test and  the  campaign  for  pure  water  supplies. 

CLEAN-TOWN  CONTEST. 

Early  in  1914  the  State  Board  of  Health  inaugurated 
a state  wide  clean  town  competition.  Through  the  ef- 
forts of  J.  H.  Kirkham,  Editor  of  “The  Utah  Farmer,”  the 
Utah  Development  League  of  which  he  was  secretary  of- 
fered prizes  for  the  towns  receiving  the  highest  score. 
Much  credit  for  the  success  of  the  movement  is  due  to  Mr. 
Kirkham  who  gave  much  of  his  time  and  energy  in  pro- 
moting it. 

The  towns  of  the  State  were  classified  according  to 
population  and  all  incorporated  towns  were  invited  to  com- 
pete. A score  card  was  adopted  covering  essential  sani- 
tary features  and  other  civic  conditions.  Local  authorities 
were  urged  to  become  active  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
voluntary  organizations  such  as  women’s  clubs,  boy  scouts, 
business  associations,  etc.,  was  sought.  Fifty-two  towns 
entered  the  contest  and  much  interest  was  displayed.  Vast 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  and  general  ap- 
pearance of  towns  has  resulted,  and  it  has  been  decided 
that  the  competition  will  be  made  an  annual  event.  Here- 
after every  incorporated  town  in  the  State  will  be  scored. 

The  secretary  of  the  board  assumed  general  direction 
of  the  work,  and  inspectors  were  constantly  in  the  field  ad- 
vising and  assisting  the  local  forces.  The  final  adjudica- 
tion was  supervised  by  Mr.  James  H.  Wallis,  an  experi- 
enced sanitarian,  assisted  by  Professor  E.  G.  Titus  and 
Professor  H.  R.  Hagan  of  the  Agricultural  College. 

Recommendations  for  the  correction  of  defects  dis- 
covered were  made  on  the  ground  by  the  adjudicators  and 
the  board  will  continue  rto  advise  and  assist  the  local 
authorities  in  this  direction. 

The  adjudication  amounts  to  an  inventory  of  com- 
munity conditions  and  affords  a valuable  means  of  pro- 
moting local  improvements.  The  educational  value  and 
that  of  the  impetus  induced  by  the  movement  cannot  be 
overestimated. 
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An  important  factor  also  is  the  keen  rivalry  mani- 
fested, in  many  towns.  Altogether  it  has  been  demon- 
strated that  the  plan  is  potentially  of  great  and  per- 
manent value.  Towns  having  a high  score  are  not  likely 
to  take  a backward  step  and  those  down  on  the  list  should 
be  spurred  to  a higher  sense  of  civic  responsibility. 

Accompanying  the  score  of  the  towns  is  a detailed 
report  of  conditions  on  which  it  was  based,  and  extracts 
from  a number  of  these  taken  at  random  will  be  printed 
as  suggestive  of  the  scope  of  the  work. 

The  rules  governing  the  contest  and  some  of  the  com- 
munications issued,  together  with  the  score  of  towns, 
follow :

To  Health  Officers: 

This  is  the  season  which  demands  special  activity  on 
the  part  of  the  health  organizations  of  the  State  as  it  is  the 
time  to  apply  the  ounce  of  prevention  where  it  will  do  the 
most  good. 

For  years  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  directed  at- 
tention to  the  dangers  of  flies,  showing  that  they  are  re- 
sponsible for  a large  proportion  of  the  deaths  from  typhoid 
fever,  intestinal  diseases  of  infants,  etc.,  occurring  in  Utah, 
and  urging  the  prosecution  of  a constant  warfare  against 
them. 

It  is  impossible  to  effectively  control  flies  by  swatting, 
poisoning  and  trapping,  although  all  these  measures  are 
useful ; but  it  is  entirely  feasible  to  practically  exterminate 
them  by  preventing  them  from  breeding.  Fortunately 
this  can  readily  be  accomplished,  inasmuch  as  they  can 
only  breed  in  filth  and  refuse,  the  thorough  removal  of 
which  is  all  that  is  required. 

A systematic  clean  up  campaign  under  the  supervision 
of  the  local  board  of  health  should  be  inaugurated  in  every 
town  in  the  State. 

The  few  flies  that  have  survived  the  winter  will  be- 
come the  ancestors  of  countless  swarms  unless  there  is 
prompt  action. 
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Especial  attention  should  be  given  to  the  early  re- 
moval of  stable  manure  as  this  material  furnishes  the 
breeding  place  for  fully  ninety  per  cent  of  flies,  the  balance 
being  hatched  in  garbage,  contents  .of  vaults  and  other 
forms  of  refuse  and  filth,  which  also  should  be  thoroughly 
disposed  of. 

A public  clean  up  day  in  each  community  is  strongly 
urged,  and  it  is  recommended  that  April  15th  shall  be  se- 
lected as  the  date. 

The  co-operation  of  health  boards  and  citizens  in  main- 
taining clean  premises  throughout  the  fly  season  will  in- 
sure practically  flyless  towns  and  result  in  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  public  health. 

Copies  of  the  fly  circular  issued  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  will  be  furnished  to  all  persons  requesting  same. 

Announcement  is  made  of  a “clean  town  contest” 
which  has  been  inaugurated.  The  Utah  Development 
League  has  offered  prizes  to  the  towns  which  shall  make 
the  best  showing  from  the  standpoint  of  cleanliness,  sani- 
tation, etc.,  details  of  the  contest  to  be  furnished  in  the 
near  future.  All  local  boards  of  health  are  urged  to  par- 
ticipate in  making  the  contest  creditable  to  the  various 
towns  and  to  the  State  at  large.

To  Local  Boards  of  Health : 

The  attention  of  health  officers  has  before  been  di- 
rected to  the  Clean  Town  Contest  for  prizes  offered  by  the 
Utah  Development  League. 

Details  of  the  contest  will  be  found  enclosed,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  local  health  organizations  will  actively  co- 
operate in  the  effort  to  secure  the  entry  of  the  towns  they 
represent  and  the  inauguration  of  an  energetic  campaign 
for  th^  purposes  set  forth. 

The  Utah  Development  League  has  pledged  the  active 
support  of  the  various  Commercial  Clubs  of  the  State 
which  will  confer  with  the  local  boards  of  health  and  assist 
them  in  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  and  promoting 
the  objects  of  the  contest.  There  is  offered  to  the  health 
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forces  of  the  State  a valuable  opportunity  which  should  not 
be  missed  to  enlist  the  aid  of  the  various  clubs  and  civic 
organizations  and  an  aroused  public  sentiment  in  the  cause 
of  the  public  health. 

Local  health  officers  should  take  a directing  part  in 
the  work  and  use  their  best  endeavors  to  make  it  effective. 

The  state  sanitary  inspectors  will  visit  all  competing 
towns  and  instruct  and  co-operate  with  the  local  author- 
ities. 


The  results  of  the  proposed  organized  and  extensive 
efforts  must  prove  of  great  and  permanent  value  to  the 


State.

CLEAN  TOWN  CONTEST  BULLETIN. 

During  the  remaining  weeks  of  the  Clean  Town  Con- 
test every  effort  should  be  made  by  the  combined  forces  of 
health  officers,  commercial  clubs  and  other  civic  organiza- 
tions to  attain  the  best  possible  results  in  the  various  com- 
munities. 

While  every  town  cannot  win  the  prizes  offered  by  the 
Utah  Development  League,  all  may  win  the  most  im- 
portant prizes  involved  in  the  contest, — the  saving  of  lives, 
the  development  of  civic  pride  and  the  better  understand- 
ing of  the  great  benefits  of  cleanliness  and  efficient  sani- 
tation. 

Inspectors  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  continue 
in  the  field  advising  and  assisting  the  local  organizations 
and  will  so  far  as  time  permits  make  preliminary  scorings. 

Especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  im- 
portant items  of  the  contest: 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Privies  must  be  of  sanitary,  fly-proof  construction  and 
should  be  maintained  in  a manner  free  from  nuisance. 
(Circulars  on  the  sanitary  privy  will  be  furnished  on  re- 
quest by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  also  copies  of  a model 
ordinance  regulating  privies  and  corrals.)  Excavated 
privy  vaults  and  uncemented  cesspools  should  be  abso- 
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lutely  prohibited  in  towns  in  which  surface  wells  are  used, 
otherwise  dangerous  contamination  is  inevitable;  and 
there  can  be  no  claim  to  sanitary  efficiency.  In  the  larger 
towns  the  installation  of  sewer  systems  and  use  of  septic 
tanks  should  be  promoted. 

Water  Supply. 

Surface  wells  and  ditches  are  dangerous  and  should  be 
abandoned  wherever  possible.  This  is  especially  true  in 
towns  in  which  there  are  privy  vaults  and  cesspools.  Such 
towns  will  be  severely  scored. 

Towns  having  a water  supply  derived  from  a stream 
should  provide  for  strict  patrol  and  regulations  to  prevent 
contamination;  and  in  cases  where  the  stream  cannot  be 
efficiently  safeguarded  from  sewage  contamination,  a filtra- 
tion or  purification  plant  should  be  installed. 

Towns  in  which  a water  system  is  under  construction 
or  already  provided  for  will  receive  credit  in  the  scoring. 

Stables  and  Corrals. 

Manure  should  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  stables 
or  corrals  longer  than  eight  days,  unless  carefully  enclosed 
in  a box,  in  order  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  flies,  and 
on  the  efficiency  with  which  this  measure  is  enforced  will 
depend  the  score. 

Where  impractical  to  scatter  manure  on  fields  as  a fer- 
tilizer at  the  time  when  it  should  be  removed,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  it  shall  be  deposited  outside  the  town  limits  at 
a point  designated  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Garbage  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Garbage  should  be  deposited  in  covered  receptacles 
and  removed  from  the  premises  before  becoming  offensive. 
A public  collection  service  is  found  the  most  satisfactory. 
In  the  absence  of  a garbage  incinerator,  a public  dumping 
ground  is  recommended,  where  the  garbage  should  be 
buried  in  trenches  under  the  supervision  of  the  authorities. 
Many  families  burn  in  the  kitchen  stove  the  household 
garbage  as  it  accumulates,  which  is  an  excellent  plan. 

Sanitation  of  School  Buildings. 

Points  considered:  Site,  ventilation,  heating  methods, 


lighting,  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal.  All  school 
premises  should  be  visited  and  sanitary  defects  corrected 
where  possible. 

Sanitary  Marketing  of  Foods. 

• Screening  from  flies  and  dust  are  important  points  to 
be  considered,  also  freshness  and  wholesomeness  of  the 
product.  In  the  case  of  dairy  products,  the  rules  of  the 
Food  and  Dairy  Commission  should  be  followed. 

Presence  of  Flies. 

The  prevention  of  their  propagation  is  the  most  essen- 
tial measure  in  the  warfare  against  flies,  and  this  is  accom- 
plished through  cleanliness  and  the  removal  of  manure  and 
other  filth  in  which  they  breed.  Traps  and  poisoning  are 
also  useful,  and  houses  should  be  thoroughly  screened. 
General  observance  of  these  measures  will  count  in  the 
score.  (See  fly  circular  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.) 

The  rivalry  and  interest  manifested  in  the  contest 
promises  great  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  public  health  and 
should  be  promoted  by  all  good  citizens.

UTAH  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

CLEAN  TOWN  CONTEST. 

Basis  of  Scoring. — General  Rules. 


1.  Sewage. 

Sewer  system  installed 65% 

Privies : Exclusion  of  flies  very  important. 

Very  bad  open  condition 0 

Properly  constructed  but  unsanitary  open  condition  25% 

Properly  constructed  but  unventilated 50% 

Properly  constructed,  ventilated  and  protected  from 

flies  75% 

Cesspools:  Not  permitted  in  town  having  surface  wells  or 

where  shallow  water-table  exists,  causing 

them  to  overflow.  Score  in  such  cases 0 

Cesspools  permissible  where  water-table  is  deep 
and  subsoil  is  porous  and  surface  wells  are 
not  used. 
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2.  Stables  and  Corrals. 

Disposal  of  manure.  Average  conditions  75% 

Methods  used  in  removal  and  disposal  of  manure,  etc.,  im- 
portant consideration. 

Badly  drained  corrals  with  permanent  stagnant  water 0 

3.  Garbage,  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Average  condition  75% 

Items  considered:  Receptacles,  methods  of  collection  and 

disposal  as  to  efficiency. 

Public  dumping  ground  or  incinerator 25% 

4.  Wiater  Supply. 

If  a pipe  line  from  enclosed  spring,  distribution  complete.  . . .100% 


If  piped  from  spring  not  enclosed,  maximum 90% 

(Score  according  to  surrounding  conditions  and  care  in  safe- 
guarding same.) 

If  piped  from  mountain  streams,  score  depends  upon  con- 
dition of  watershed  and  measures  used  to  protect  same. 

Maximum  85% 

If  derived  from  streams  in  which  sewage  is  discharged,  no 

measures  taken  to  purify  or  protect  water,  if  piped 10% 

Otherwise  0* 

Towns  in  which  a water  system  is  under  construction  or 

already  provided  for,  add 10% 

Surface  wells  scored  according  to  conditions. 

Relation  of  well  to  surroundings.  Flowing  wells  entitled  to 

high  score  is  used.  Maximum 85% 


Points  considered,  water-table,  soil  contamination,  privy 
vaults,  etc. 

5.  Sanitation  of  School  Houses  and  Other  Public  Buildings. 

Ventilation,  lighting.  Condition  as  to  rubbish,  weeds,  fences, 
lawns,  flowers,  etc.  School  premises  scored  on  com- 
munity basis  and  will  involve  the  same  points  and  per- 
centage. 

6.  Sanitary  Marketing  of  Foods. 

Care  in  protecting  foods  from  flies,  dust,  etc.,  in  stores,  public 
markets  and  other  places  where  food  is  for  sale.  The 
care  taken  in  handling  milk  supply  where  it  originates  in 
the  town  being  scored.  Condition  of  slaughter  houses. 
Efficiency  of  meat  inspection  system. 

7.  Presence  of  Flies. 

The  relative  number  of  flies  found  in  various  places  in  the 
town,  such  as  back  of  houses,  store  buildings,  in  alleys, 
refuse  barrels,  where  foods  are  exposed  for  sale,  corrals, 
stables.  Fly  producing  conditions.  Utilization  of  traps. 

8.  Sanitation,  Cleanliness  and  Ventilation  of  the  Home. 

This  refers  to  the  actual  habitation,  not  the  surrounding  yard. 
25%  will  be  allowed  for  the  presence  of  screens  in  good 
condition.  Where  conditions  appear  to  be  very  bad  from 
the  outside,  examine  the  interior. 

9.  Condition  of  Streets,  Parks  and  Alleys. 

Maximum  25%  to  be  deducted  for  presence  of  weeds  along 
streets  and  ditch  banks.  Maximum  50%  to  be  deducted 
for  very  bad  conditions  of  alleys. 
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Parks  in  good  condition  with  trees,  playgrounds,  well-cared 
for,  add  maximum  40%. 

10.  General  Appearance  of  Homes,  Barns,  Barnyards. 

This  refers  to  painting,  general  construction,  neatness  and 

points  of  this  character.  General  average  condition 75% 

11.  Lawns  and  Flower  Gardens. 

Good  lawns,  maximum > . . . . 80% 

Flower  gardens  , 20% 

12.  Vacant  Lots. 

If  entirely  uncared  for  and  full  of  weeds 0 

If  all  are  ii*  use  or  have  been  utilized  for  some  useful  purpose 

during  the  summer.  Maximum 100% 

13.  Fences. 

In  the  absence  of  fences,  well  kept  yards  with  neat  appear- 
ance, entitled  to  good  score.  Absence  of  a fence  where 
it  is  needed  as  a result  of  shiftlessness  should  be  scored 
unfavorably.  Presence  of  barbed  wire  fences  around  the 
house  lot  to  be  deducted.  Maximum 75%

INSPECTORS’  REPORTS. 

OGDEN. 

A thorough  inspection  of  the  water  system  involving 
an  investigation  of  the  three  sources  from  which  Ogden’s 
supply  is  secured,  was  made.  The  first  of  these  is  known 
as  Wheeler’s  or  intake  No.  1,  the  stream  coming  from  a 
spring  six  miles  up  Wheeler’s  canyon,  the  intake  of  which 
was  only  built  a year  ago.  Intake  No.  2 is  known  as 
“Cold  Water,”  a fine  mountain  stream  conveyed  by  a 10- 
inch  pipe  to  the  mains.  Intake  No.  3 “Warm  Water”  se- 
cured from  a bed  of  springs  about  two  miles  above  the  in- 
take and  piped  to  the  mains.  The  upper  intake  known  as 
Wheeler’s  is  a supply  which  would  invoke  criticism,  be- 
cause of  its  being  subject  to  contamination,  mainly  by 
sheep  polluting  the  stream  from  which  the  flow  is  taken. 
This,  together  with  the  further  fact  that  water  from  the 
Utah  Light  & Power  Co.’s  reservoir,  situated  at  the  head 
of  Ogden  Canyon,  was  used  as  late  as  July  of  this  year  be- 
cause of  a scarcity  of  water  from  Wheeler’s  intake  would 
make  the  water  supply  of  Ogden  very  objectionable.  How- 
ever, at  the  time  this  inspection  was  made,  Mayor  A.  G. 
Fed,  at  the  instigation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  had 
secured  an  option  on  twenty  acres  of  land  some  distance 
above  the  reservoir  mentioned,  in  the  vicinity  of  Hunts- 
ville on  which  artesian  wells  have  since  been  sunk.  At  the 
present  time  one  2-inch  well  is  flowing  at  the  rate  of  129,- 
600  gallons  every  24  hours,  and  five  4-inch  wells  are  flowing 
at  the  rate  of  648,000  gallons  in  24  hours,  making  a total 
flow  of  3,369,600  gallons  every  24  hours.  The  plan  is  to 
lead  all  these  artesian  wells  to  a common  intake,  from 
which  the  water  will  be  taken  by  a new  pipe  line  from  this 
common  intake  directly  to  the  reservoir,  this  leaving  no 
possibility  of  contamination.  These  wells  vary  in  depth 
from  107  to  109  feet. 

It  is  the  intention  to  securely  fence  the  land  on  which 
the  wells  are  located,  so  as  to  protect  them  from  all  surface 
contamination,  and  to  keep  the  grounds  in  a perfectly  sani- 
tary condition.  When  this  is  done,  Ogden’s  water  supply 
will  be  as  fine  as  any  in  Utah. 

The  reservoirs  of  Ogden  city,  situated  on  an  eminence 
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east  of  the  city  are  kept  scrupulously  clean,  being  emptied 
and  scrubbed  out  at  regular  intervals.  They  are  perfectly 
screened  to  a height  of  12  feet  and  have  cement  walks. 
The  capacity  of  one  reservoir  is  six  million  gallons  and  the 
other  fifteen  millions.  Five  bacterial  counts  of  the  water 
supply  made  August  25th  and  27th,  showed  no  colon  bacilli 
and  no  bad  condition.  Fifty-six  miles  of  pipe  convey  the 
water  to  the  homes  of  the  people  of  Ogden. 

Ogden  has  no  free  garbage  collection  at  the  present 
time.  All  garbage  is  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  prop- 
erty owners.  A garbage  collection  company  furnishes 
sanitary  cans  free  and  call  in  the  business  section  every 
morning  to  collect  and  remove  all  garbage  to  the  city 
crematory  where  it  is  destroyed.  In  the  residence  por- 
tions of  the  city  it  is  collected  twice  a week.  All  alleys 
are  taken  care  of  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  the  city  take  steps  to  at  once  establish  a free 
garbage  collecting  system  and  place  this  and  all  scavenger 
’work  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  city  health 
department.  We  found  the  crematory  in  good  sanitary 
condition  and  doing  excellent  work.  The  city  has  some 
80  acres  of  waste  land  here,  which  is  being  made  into  val- 
uable property  with  the  garbage  collected  in  the  city. 

The  sewage  of  the  city  is  being  emptied  into  the  river 
without  any  treatment.  At  the  end  of  the  summer  season, 
when  the  river  is  low  and  typhoid  commences  to  show 
itself,  the  outlet  to  the  sewer  system  is  some  distance  from 
the  stream,  and  fecal  matter  is  therefore  left  on  the  bank 
of  the  river  as  the  sewage  finds  its  way  to  the  stream.  The 
recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  a septic 
tank  be  installed  has  not  as  yet  been  adopted,  but  the  au- 
thorities are  considering  the  matter. 

A city  the  size  of  Ogden  should  have  municipal  meat 
inspection.  Fortunately,  there  is  one  abbatoir  here,  under 
federal  inspection,  but  there  is  no  city  ordinance  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  meat  slaughtered  elsewhere.  The  week  we 
inspected  this  city,  out  of  a shipment  of  127  hogs  from 
some  point  in  southeastern  Idaho,  61  of  them  had  tubercu- 
losis, a disease  which  cannot,  as  is  well  known,  be  detected 
from  the  outside  appearance  of  the  animal.  Had  these 
hogs  been  slaughtered  elsewhere,  the  meat  would  have 
found  its  way  into  the  homes  of  the  people.  As  it  was, 
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the  federal  meat  inspector  in  charge,  Dr.  Deeper,  con- 
demned and  destroyed  the  same.  Such  protection  to  pub- 
lic health  is  well  worth  the  cost  involved  in  maintaining  a 
moderate  system  of  meat  inspection  such  as  would  be  com- 
mensurate to  Ogden’s  needs. 

The  city  jail  and  police  quarters  need  renovating  and 
improving.  The  bedding  in  the  jail  was  dirty,  wash-bowls 
and  plumbing  defective,  ventilation  bad,  and  walls  badly 
in  need  of  calsomining.  In  the  fire  department  the  bath- 
room and  toilet  needs  attention  and  the  sleeping  quarters 
cleaned  of  bed  bugs. 

At  the  county  jail  bad  sewer  conditions  were  found. 
In  fact  this  part  of  the  building  has  never  been  connected 
with  the  sewer,  an  indescribably  filthy  sump  being  used 
as  cesspool  instead.  Notice  was  served  on  the  County 
Commissioner  to  abate  this  nuisance  and  the  necessary 
work  to  accomplish  this  has  since  been  ordered. 

At  the  School  of  Deaf  and  Blind  and  the  Industrial 
School,  we  found  conditions  very  excellent.  The  same 
can  be  said  of  Ogden’s  public  school  buildings,  although  at 
the  Madison  School  some  arrangement  should  be  made  to 
remove  the  boilers  and  toilets  from  the  basement. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY. 

An  inspection  of  the  water  system  shows  it  to  be  under 
the  closest  surveillance,  and  maintained  in  excellent  sani- 
tary condition.  This  is  especially  true  with  regard  to  City 
Creek,  where  it  is  evident,  from  conditions  found,  that  a 
strict  patrol  is  made  of  the  water  shed.  The  large  number 
of  sanitary  outhouses,  placed  for  the  convenience  of  pleas- 
ure seekers  at  reasonable  distances  up  the  Canyon,  and 
which  are  rigidly  cleaned  every  week,  is  an  excellent  pre- 
caution against  fecal  contamination  of  the  city’s  water  sup- 
ply. We  were  not  as  favorably  impressed,  however,  with 
conditions  found  at  Cottonwood  and  Parley’s. 

The  garbage  collection  and  disposal  system  of  Salt 
Lake  City  is  extremely  good.  It  seems,  however,  that 
some  improvement  might  be  made  in  the  method  of  gath- 
ering the  paper,  pasteboard  and  other  rubbish  in  the  busi- 
ness district.  As  done  now,  and  as  can  be  seen  any  morn- 
ing, the  sidewalks  are  lined  with  packing  cases,  boxes, 
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barrels,  baskets  or  other  similar  receptacles,  into  which 
waste  paper,  pasteboard,  packing  material,  dirt,  etc.,  is  put 
to  be  hauled  away  by  the  trash  wagons.  If  these  recep- 
tacles were  hauled  away  along  with  the  rubbish  they  con- 
tain, no  particular  objection  would  be  made,  but  instead 
they  are  emptied  into  the  wagon  and  if  the  wind  is  blowing 
the  dirt  and  dust  contained  in  them  is  taken  into  the  air 
to  be  breathed  by  the  people,  as  well  as  scattering  the 
waste  paper  on  the  streets.  Inasmuch  as  this  happens  in 
the  morning  when  the  streets  are  filled  with  people  going 
to  work,  it  cannot  help  but  be  objectionable.  A much 
better  plan  would  be  to  compel  all  such  rubbish  to  be  se- 
curely bundled  and  tied.  It  would  be  more  sightly,  more 
sanitary  and  better  for  the  trash  collector  in  every  way. 

Another  objectionable  feature  and  one  which  should 
by  all  means  be  remedied  is  the  method  of  sweeping  side- 
walks in  the  business  district.  Unless  the  sidewalks  are 
damp,  the  use  of  a stiff  broom  for  this  purpose  should  be 
prohibited.  It  is  bad  enough  to  make  ones’  way  along 
Main  Street  for  instance  when  a battery  of  soft  brooms 
are  being  industriously  plied,  especially  when  there  is  a 
breeze ; but  to  have  to  face  a fusillade  from  stiff  brooms  in 
the  hands  of  the  ordinary  youngster,  is  dangerous.  Then, 
again,  the  dirt  from  the  sidewalk  is  swept  into  a pile  on 
the  edge  of  the  sidewalk,  to  be  gathered  up  later,  if  the 
wind  has  not  removed  it  or  the  feet  of  busy  pedestrians 
have  not  otherwise  disposed  of  it.  These  sweepings  should 
be  gathered  up  by  the  sweeper  and  put  into  a can,  or  into 
a strong  paper  sack,  which  could  be  tied  and  left  for  the 
trash  collector  to  take  away. 

While  on  this  subject  of  cleaning  sidewalks,  and  the 
protection  of  public  health,  what  is  Salt  Lake  going  to  do 
with  the  human  beast  who  spits  great  chunks  of  phlegm 
on  the  sidewalk  for  people  to  tread  in  and  carry  into  res- 
taurants or  homes,  or  for  the  ladies  to  pick  up  on  the  edge 
of  their  skirts?  If  Salt  Lake  City  has  no  ordinance  against 
expectorating  on  the  sidewalk  by  all  means  it  should  enact 
one ; if  there  is  such  a law,  then  let  it  make  an  example  of 
some  of  those  who  violate  it,  and  it  will  then  not  be  long 
until  people  who  must  spit  will  walk  to  the  edge  of  the 
sidewalk. 
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The  number  of  outhouses  within  the  sewer  districts  in 
direct  violation  of  law,  should  be  reduced.  It  is  true  that 
some  property  owners  are  very  poor  and  unable  to  find 
the  money  for  such  an  improvement;  but  the  man  who 
owns  houses  to  rent  such  as  we  often  found  to  be  the 
case,  (as  for  instance  the  tenement  houses  on  Sixth  West, 
between  south  Temple  and  First  South)  should  be  com- 
pelled to  connect  such  places  with  the  sewer,  and  remove 
the  insanitary  outhouses  found  there.  As  long  as  open 
and  insanitary  outhouses  are  permitted,  it  will  be  impossi- 
ble to  effectively  safeguard  the  public  health.  The  exten- 
sion of  the  sewer  system  should  be  made  until  all  portions 
of  the  town  that  can  be  reached  are  served. 

Authority  should  be  given  the  city  health  department 
to  close  up  any  food  producing  establishment  when  it  be- 
comes so  insanitary  as  to  render  it  unfit  for  such  purposes. 
In  our  inspection  of  restaurants,  bakeries,  candy  factories, 
etc.,  we  found  a number  of  such  places,  in  fact  they  were 
nothing  but  dumps.  Dirty  walls,  dirty  machinery  and 
equipment,  dirty  shelves  and  racks  on  which  food  was  ex- 
posed, flies  everywhere,  cats  enjoying  every  freedom,  dirty 
clothing  worn  by  employees  and  other  similar  insanitary 
conditions.  At  one  restaurant  we  found  a diseased  mut- 
ton, bought  that  morning.  On  inquiry  it  was  found  the 
butcher  who  sold  it  had  22  more  in  his  possession  for  sale. 
The  majority  of  restaurants  have  their  pastry,  stewed 
prunes,  baked  apples  and  other  similar  food  products  ex- 
posed and  uncovered,  and  in  many  of  these  places  they 
sweep  with  stiff  brooms,  so  that  it  can  readily  be  seen  how 
objectionable  such  conditions  are.  All  food  products 
should  be  protected  from  dust  and  the  use  of  stiff  brooms 
should  not  be  allowed.  Undressed  veal  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  hang  in  contact  with  dressed  meats.  In  one 
meat  market  we  found  a number  in  the  ice  box.  The  dirt 
and  manure  found  on  the  hides  was  enough  to  convict 
the  man  of  such  insanitary  practice. 

In  candy  factories  where  female  help  is  employed,  all 
such  help  should  be  compelled  to  wear  caps.  In  one  place 
only  did  we  find  this  being  done.  Cooking  kettles  should 
be  covered  and  glucose  barrels  should  have  metal  lids 
which  can  be  kept  clean.  Floors  in  some  places  were 
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being  swept  during  working  hours,  when  candy  goods 
were  exposed.  The  manufacture  of  candy  in  dark  base- 
ments and  insanitary  kitchens  should  not  be  permitted. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  only  one  dairy  located  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  we  had  no  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  places 
where  the  milk  supply  comes  from.  Statements  furnished 
us  by  the  City  Health  Department  show  the  bacterial  count 
low  and  butter  fat  and  solids  within  the  legal  standards. 

The  bathing  resort  known  as  Warm  Springs,  in  the 
condition  we  found  it,  is  a menace  to  public  health  and 
should  not  be  permitted  to  operate.  It  is  insanitary  in 
every  feature.  All  classes  of  people  can  go  there  and 
mingle  in  the  same  pool,  the  clean  and  the  unclean.  There 
is  no  attempt  at  medical  inspection  or  any  other  kind  oi 
supervision.  The  springs  are  advertised  for  their  curative 
virtues,  and  thus  attract  people  with  all  kinds  of  skin  dis- 
eases. People  suffering  with  syphillis  are  as  welcome  as 
those  with  rheumatism.  We  understand  this  property  is 
owned  by  the  City,  and  if  so,  it  should  be  closed  at  once. 
With  such  excellent  facilities  in  her  hands,  why  does  Salt 
Lake  City  not  have  some  free  public  baths?  They  would 
help  raise  the  standard  of  cleanliness.  There  are  hundreds 
of  houses  that  have  no  sanitary  bath  tub  and  many  poor 
families  who  do  not  have  ample  bathing  facilities.  This 
does  not  prove  that  those  people  do  not  want  to  bathe,  but 
that  they  have  very  little  opportunity.  With  hundreds  of 
people  going  without  any  real  bath,  the  danger  of  illness  is 
increased  both  to  the  unwashed  people  themselves  and  to 
their  neighbors,  for  disease  microbes  thrive  best  on  unclean 
people.  Convert  these  Warm  Springs  into  free  public 
baths,  and  let  the  people  go  there  with  their  own  soap  and 
towel,  or  furnish  it  them  for  a nickel ; it  would  be  one  of 
the  best  investments  Salt  Lake  City  could  make  and  a 
blessing  to  the  people. 

An  inspection  of  the  public  school  buildings  showed 
what  has  been  found  elsewhere  in  the  State,  that  a very 
small  percentage  indeed  of  the  expensive  ventilating  sys- 
tems installed  do  their  work,  and  that  the  teachers  are 
compelled  to  open  the  windows  to  get  fresh  air  in  order 
to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  children.  It  may  be  that 
some  of  the  janitors  are  to  blame,  who,  in  an  attempt  to 
save  coal,  and  thus  make  a good  showing  for  economy  to 
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the  school  board,  destroy  the  efficiency  of  these  ventilating 
systems.  It  may  be  that  such  janitors  are  looked  upon 
with  favor,  but  it  is  poor  economy  and  should  not  be  en- 
couraged. 

Both  county  and  city  jails  were  found  to  be  in  excel- 
lent sanitary  condition  and  too  much  cannot  be  said  in  com- 
mendation of  those  who  have  them  in  charge.  In  a num- 
ber of  the  rooms  in  the  city  jail,  however,  flush  traps  should 
be  put  in  the  floor. 

RICHFIELD. 

The  water  supply  of  Richfield  is  piped  from  enclosed 
spring  into  a closed  reservoir  situated  on  the  hill  east  of 
the  city.  From  there  it  is  distributed  into  mains  and  ser- 
vice pipes  all  over  the  city.  No  wells  are  used,  the  people 
understanding  the  danger  on  account  of  the  bad  drainage 
condition  of  the  country  and  the  cesspools  generally  used. 

This  city  needs  a sewerage  system  very  badly  but  they 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  from  engineers  satisfactory 
assurance  that  in  taking  care  of  the  sewage  of  the  city  they 
can  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  the  drainage,  which  is  a 
growing  menace  to  the  homes  there,  flooding  cellars  and 
basements  and  carrying  away,  the  sewage  from  the  cess- 
pools and  privy  vaults. 

Under  the  energetic  administration  of  the  Mayor  of 
this  city,  the  streets  and  sidewalks  were  found  in  most 
excellent  condition,  but  at  the  backs  of  business  houses  the 
worst  kind  of  nuisances  were  found,  consisting  of  filthy 
urinals,  open  privies,  decaying  garbage,  dirty  corrals,  open 
cesspools,  etc.  We  succeeded  in  getting  several  owners  of 
property  to  abate  most  of  these  conditions,  and  to  tear 
down  abandoned  outhouses  and  fill  up  the  vaults.  But  a 
more  vigorous  surveillance  by  the  city  officials  would  keep 
things  in  better  condition. 

We  found  the  most  careless  and  in  some  instances 
criminal  methods  in  the  sanitary  marketing  of  foods.  This 
was  especially  noticeable  with  the  Richfield  Meat  Market, 
the  slaughter  house  operated  by  Poulson  Brothers  and  the 
chicken  and  rabbit  pens  at  the  rear  of  the  bakery.  No 
dairies  operate  there. 
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In  Richfield,  as  in  nearly  all  other  places  visited,  ex- 
cepting Ogden  and  Salt  Lake,  we  find  it  to  be  the  practice 
to  haul  carcasses  of  dead  animals  to  the  dump  ground  and 
with  no  attempt  to  cremate  or  bury  them,  to  let  them  lay 
and  rot,  befouling  the  atmosphere  with  the  stench,  besides 
breeding  flies  by  the  millions.  The  dump  grounds  in  Rich- 
field are  remote  from  the  city,  but  in  most  of  the  places  in- 
spected they  are  not  so  fortunate.  Some  steps  should  be 
taken  to  stop  this  apparently  universal  practice.  In  one 
town  we  found  dead  animals  strewn  for  two  or  three  miles. 

In  the  direction  of  civic  improvement  we  would  sug- 
gest to  Richfield  that  it  take  steps  to  remove  the  unsightly 
abandoned  wooden  horse  troughs  from  the  Main  street, 
and  condemn  and  tear  down  the  old,  discarded  buildings 
to  be  found  in  all  parts  of  its  city.  This  latter  recom- 
mendation will  also  apply  to  many  other  places. 

An  inspection  of  the  county  jail  here  showed  old  bed- 
ding thrown  on  the  outside,  dirty  corridors,  no  water  to 
flush  the  toilets,  and  public  outhouses  on  the  court- 
house grounds,  filled  to  the  seat  with  filth.  Verbal  notice 
was  given  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners to  tear  these  down,  which  we  understand  has  since 
been  done. 

In  the  school  buildings  here  we  found  toilets  foul, 
drinking  fountains  dead,  ventilation  bad  and  the  pupils 
seated  the  wrong  way  of  the  light.  At  the  new  high  school 
building,  however,  we  found  conditions  very  good. 

The  general  appearance  of  homes,  barns,  barnyards, 
lawns,  flower  beds  and  fences  in  Richfield  is  good.  The 
people  there  are  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent  public 
playgrounds  they  have  established. 

SALINA. 

The  conditions  which  speak  well  for  Salina  are  its 
clean  stables,  neat  homes,  most  excellently  protected  water 
system  and  well  kept  streets,  with  the  exception  of  the  main 
street.  However,  at  the  time  of  our  inspection,  the  street 
supervisor  with  a force  of  men  was  tearing  down  the  hitch- 
ing posts  from  the  main  thoroughfare  and  grading  the 
street,  while  contractors  were  busy  laying  cement  walks  on 
either  side.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  place  is

badly  situated  on  account  of  washouts  by  mountain  fresh- 
ets and  the  wild  conduct  of  Salina  Creek  at  times. 

Thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  homes  in  Salina  have  sani- 
tary toilets  and  as  fast  as  they  are  connected  the  old  time 
outhouse  is  torn  down.  However,  we  found  at  the  rear  of 
business  houses  a number  of  filthy  privies  and  these  were 
ordered  abated  while  we  were  there.  The  City  Hall,  Ward 
Meeting-  House  and  some  other  places  should  be  compelled 
to  install  sanitary  toilets  at  once  as  the  soil  here  is  most 
excellent  for  cesspool  purposes.  Steps  should  also  be 
taken  to  abate  the  nuisances  caused  by  the  corrals  used  by 
the  White  House  hostelry. 

At  the  old  school  building  steps  should  be  taken  to  do 
away  with  the  old  boiler  and  connect  up  with  the  new. 
Besides  being  a positive  danger,  it  also  impairs  the  ven- 
tilating system  installed. 

Here  we  found  another  dirty  slaughter  house.  No 
screens  at  doors  or  windows,  no  water  to  wash  tools,  offal 
of  slaughtered  animals  laying  out  at  the  back,  blood  run- 
ning out  on  the  ground,  hides  on  chute  at  rear  of  building, 
dirty  clothing  and  dirty  tools  in  the  building. 

MANTI. 

In  Manti  we  found  conditions  more  ideal  than  in  any 
city  inspected.  A completely  protected  water  system  finds 
its  way  into  almost  every  business  house  and  home:  over 
60  per  cent  of  the  homes  have  sanitary  plumbing.  What 
privies  are  used  are  kept  in  a most  sanitary  condition,  while 
a number  are  found  built  according  to  the  model  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  While  the  city  is 
not  large  enough  to  support  a system  of  garbage  collection 
and  disposal,  yet  it  has  placed  garbage  cans  in  the  business 
section  and  has  selected  a deep  ravine  into  which  the  gar- 
bage is  deposited  and  destroyed,  a most  excellent  method. 

The  ventilation,  lighting,  water  supply  and  grounds  of 
schoolhouses  and  other  public  buildings  are  excellent. 
This  must  not  include  the  county  courthouse,  however, 
which  we  consider  positively  unhealthful  for  those  who 
have  to  work  there.  It  is  low,  damp  and  musty  and  the 
air  is  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  occupants. 
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We  suggest  that  some  effort  be  made  to  abate  these 
conditions,  if  possible,  or  else  abandon  the  building  at  the 
earliest  possible  date. 

In  Manti  we  found  the  cleanest  slaughter  house  in  any 
city  inspected.  There  were  less  flies  there,  than  are  to  be 
found  in  50  per  cent  of  the  restaurants  inspected.  Both 
inside  and  out  the  building  is  kept  scrupulously  clean  and 
no  animals  are  found  anywhere  near  the  place.  The  same 
can  be  said  of  the  creamery  and  other  food  producing 
places. 

The  people  of  Manti  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
well  kept  homes,  neat  lawns,  beautiful  flower  gardens,  tidy 
fences  and  clean  corrals  and  barns.  We  have  not  seen  the 
equal  in  any  other  city. 

The  streets,  sidewalks,  lawns  and  alleys  are  clean  of 
weeds  and  a very  great  amount  of  hard  work  has  been 
generously  rendered  freely  by  an  enthusiastic  community 
in  removing  hundreds  of  loads  of  rock  from  the  highways, 
and  leveling  and  smoothing  the  waste  places. 

We  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  unselfish  labors  of 
Dr.  Parley  Nelson,  the  health  officer,  and  J.  B.  Jacobson, 
the  Mayor,  in  taking  the  lead  in  all  these  public  improve- 
ments and  giving  so  freely  of  their  time  and  labor. 

EPHRAIM. 

The  water  supply  of  Ephraim  is  not  as  well  protected 
as  it  should  be.  The  upper  spring,  from  which  most  of  it 
is  taken  should  be  covered  in  with  cement  boxing.  Birch 
Creek,  from  which  part  of  the  water  supply  is  taken,  is  un- 
protected, as  are  also  the  several  small  springs  which  con- 
tribute to  the  supply.  Some  care  must  be  given  to  the  pro- 
tection of  this  water  shed,  which  at  present  is  neglected  and 
therefore,  susceptible  to  pollution. 

Streets,  fences  and  corrals  were  found  to  be  bad  here. 
Weeds  are  prevalent  everywhere  and  paint  seems  to  be  an 
unknown  quantity.  Corrals  and  stables  in  some  parts  of 
the  city  are  on  the  sidewalk  and  form  part  of  the  fence. 
The  Academy  alley  is  defaced  because  of  this.  We  found 
a number  of  bad  mud  holes  in  the  streets  due  to  careless- 
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Here  again,  as  in  other  places,  we  found  unburned 
carcasses  of  dead  animals  strewn  all  over  the  dump 
grounds.  No  attempt  is  made  at  garbage  collection,  not 
even  in  the  business  section.  A town  this  size  should  com- 
pel each  business  house  to  install  garbage  cans.  Many  of 
the  stores  inspected  showed  the  necessity  for  this. 

At  the  public  school  building  we  found  an  imperfect 
ventilating  system.  The  atmosphere  in  all  the  rooms  was 
foul.  We  suggested  the  raising  of  the  windows  for  the 
protection  of  the  health  of  the  children,  even  though  the 
teachers  had  been  instructed  it  would  spoil  the  efficiency 
of  the  system.  This  is  a third  story  building  and  should  be 
equipped  with  a fire  escape,  while  the  toilets  should  be  pro- 
vided with  doors. 

The  moving  picture  theatre  here  is  dangerous.  The 
operating  room  should  be  lined,  doors  swing  outward, 
“exit”  signs  should  be  posted  and  the  side  exits  should  be 

opened. 

The  underground  dungeon  here  used  as  a jail  has  foul 
privies  and  filthy  bedding. 

The  Ephraim  Creamery  was  found  to  be  maintaining 
toilets  near  the  building  which  were  filled  to  the  seats; 
flies  were  thick  in  the  building;  there  were  no  screens  and 
there  was  no  ice  in  the  building  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
finished  product. 

A slaughter  house  maintained  by  C.  Jensen  was  found 
to  be  very  sanitary,  but  right  adjoining  it  this  man  had  a 
filthy  corral  which  had  at  least  200  loads  of  manure  in  it. 
Another  slaughter  house  owned  by  H.  F.  Nielson  was 
found  to  be  unsanitary,  with  hogs  running  around  the 
slaughter  house. 

The  pea  cannery  here,  owned  by  the  Ephraim  Sanitary 
Cannery  Co.  and  managed  by  Mr.  Miner,  was  found  to  be 
of  the  highest  sanitary  order. 

Some  hog  pens  in  the  city  limits  were  found  to  be 
very  offensive.  , 

FAIRVIEW. 

This  town  has  a water  supply  taken  from  mountain 
springs,  which  furnishes  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  the  peo- 
ple. It  is  the  intention  to  extend  it  until  it  furnishes  every 
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home.  But  the  danger  here  is  that  many  are  still  com- 
pelled to  use  their  wells,  while  those  who  have  the  water 
are  using  their  abandoned  wells  for  cesspools.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  a careful  survey  be  made  of  this  condition,  to 
avoid  some  possible  future  trouble. 

This  little  city  owns  its  own  electric  light  system  cost- 
ing $15,000,  and  has  built  substantial  cement  walks  into 
every  corner  of  the  town.  It  has  just  completed  a mag- 
nificent church  and  hauled  over  a thousand  loads  of  dirt 
to  fill  in  the  grounds  around  it. 

The  streets,  alleys  and  corrals  were  found  to  be  in 
most  excellent  condition.  If  possible,  the  D.  & R.  G.  R.  R. 
officials  should  remove  their  unsightly  water  tank  and  give 
the  people  a new  depot  building  to  take  the  place  of  the 
unhealthful,  old  time  structure  there  now. 

The  same  can  be  said  of  the  dump  ground  here  as  is 
said  of  other  places. 

Some  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  protect  the 
school  children  from  the  danger  of  fire.  The  boilers  are 
immediately  under  the  school  building  and  exposed,  while 
there  are  no  fire  escapes  on  the  structure.  The  outside 
privies  used  by  the  children  are  a disgrace  and  the  trustees 
should  be  compelled  to  at  once  install  sanitary  toilets. 

The  slaughter  house  here  was  in  a most  excellent 
sanitary  condition,  as  was  also  the  creamery. 


EAST  BOUNTIFUL. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Emery,  Inspector  for  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  had  recently  made  a personal  inspection 
of  the  water  supply  of  this  place,  we  did  not  go  to  the 
source,  which  we  were  told  was  eight  miles  up  the  canyon. 
In  a conversation  with  Mr.  Willey,  secretary  of  the  com- 
pany owning  the  water,  we  were  informed,  that  they  have 
had  trouble  with  sheep  at  the  head  of  this  canyon,  thus 
subjecting  the  supply  in  the  absence  of  a patrol,  to  con- 
tamination. Therefore,  it  is  well  to  watch  this.  While 
there  is  a bonded  indebtedness  of  $35,000  against  this 
water  supply,  yet  the  city  proper  only  owns  a one-fifth 
interest. 
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A great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  roads  of 
East  Bountiful  this  season,  but  the  prevalence  of  tall  weeds 
nil  through  the  section  detracts  from  the  beauty  of  many 
fine  homes.  The  heavy  growth  of  oak  brush  in  several  of 
the  streets  is  another  bad  drawback  to  civic  improvement. 

An  inspection  of  the  Central  schoolhouse  shows  an 
element  of  danger,  due  to  the  heating  plant  being  under 
the  building  with  no  fire  escape.  The  grounds  are  well 
kept,  but  the  outside  toilets  were  found  to  be  all  open  at 
the  back,  which  should  at  once  be  remedied. 

Conditions  at  back  of  stores  were  bad,  showing  laxity 
of  municipal  supervision.  Another  inspection  should  be 
made  of  this  place  as  soon  as  it  is  convenient  and  some 
assistance  given  the  local  authorities  in  improving  many 
of  these  conditions. 


FARMINGTON. 

The  streets  and  highways  of  Farmington  were  found 
to  be  in  excellent  repair  and  very  clean.  The  corrals, 
stables  and  barns  were  in  splendid  condition,  while  almost 
every  home  had  its  lawns  and  flower  beds,  with  fences  in 
excellent  repair.  The  City  Council  we  were  informed  had 
given  a number  of  cash  prizes  for  these  conditions,  and  the 
effect  of  such  a move  was  noticeable  everywhere. 

We  condemned,  upon  inspection,  certain  insanitary 
and  unhealthful  conditions  found  at  the  North  Farmington 
school,  and  they  were  promptly  remedied  by  the  trustees. 

The  city  water  system  is  in  excellent  shape  and  well 
protected. 

The  opera  house  which  is  the  only  place  of  amusement 
in  the  city,  we  found  to  be  in  a very  bad  condition  and 
notice  was  served  on  the  owners  forbidding  future  use  of 
the  building  for  public  gatherings  until  it  was  placed  in  a 
safe  and  sanitary  condition.  The  basement  in  which  the 
dressing  rooms  were  located  had  old  mattresses  and  other 
inflammable  material,  scattered  around  and  a lighted  match 
or  cigarette  thrown  carelessly  down  would  start  a fire,  the 
existence  of  which  would  not  be  known  possibly  until 
smoke  and  fire  was  seen  coming  through  the  stage  floor. 
The  building  was  being  used  for  picture  shows,  yet  the 
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operating  room  was  not  lined  and  the  electric  wires  all 
exposed,  rendering  it  very  dangerous. 

The  open  outhouses  at  the  meeting  house  were  found 
to  be  in  a very  insanitary  condition. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  neglected  state  of  the 
cemetery.  With  an  abundant  water  supply  so  close  at 
hand  it  seems  a reproach  to  let  the  last  resting  place  of 
loved  ones  become  so  unsightly. 

The  toilet  accommodations  at  the  Central  School 
building  are  not  sufficient  for  the  number  of  pupils  en- 
rolled. It  is  also  recommended  that  the  walls  be  tinted. 
There  is  only  one  drinking  fountain  for  all  the  pupils. 
There  should  be  at  least  two  more. 

The  county  jail  was  found  to  be  in  bad  shape,  with 
dirty  bedding;  open  toilet,  foul  smelling,  and  prisoners  con- 
fined in  their  cells  without  exercise,  breathing  these  un- 
healthy odors.  The  walls  also  need  calsomining. 

In  the  courthouse  where  county  officials  are  employed 
and  terms  of  court  are  held,  the  toilet  accommodations 
were  found  inadequate  and  very  poorly  arranged,  while 
the  janitor  service  showed  itself  to  be  extremely  inefficient. 
Notice  was  served  on  the  County  Commissioners  to  rem- 
edy all  these  conditions  and  they  should  be  made  to  do  it. 

The  O.  S.  L.  depot  grounds  here  are  among  the  most 
beautifully  kept  of  any  in  the  entire  state,  the  lawns,  flow- 
ers and  shrubbery  deserving  especial  commendation. 


BEAVER. 

This  place  has  a very  excellent  water  system  costing 
$39,000,  for  which  the  city  was  bonded  in  the  amount  of 
$30,000,  the  other  $9,000  being  paid  from  the  earnings  of 
the  plant,  a fund  having  been  created  for  this  purpose. 
The  supply  is  taken  from  mountain  springs  in  the  hills  east 
of  the  city,  the  springs  being  well  protected  from  contam- 
ination and  piped  to  all  parts  of  town.  The  system  was 
installed  a year  ago,  but  it  was  only  this  month  the  city 
became  the  owner.  It  is  the  intention  to  pipe  from  an- 
other spring,  located  a mile  further  up  the  canyon  as  the 
supply  is  limited. 

About  35  per  cent  of  the  homes  have  sanitary  toilets 
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and  bathtubs  installed,  but  now  the  city  has  control  of  the 
water  system,  it  is  the  judgment  of  Dr.  Sheppard,  Health 
Officer,  that  this  number  will  be  increased  next  year  to  50 
percent. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  note  that  Beaver  is  one  city  which 
cremates  the  carcasses  of  all  dead  animals. 

An  inspection  of  the  schools  shows  some  very  bad  con- 
ditions. At  the  Belknap  school,  rooms  occupied  by  the 
sixth  and  fourth  grades  are  so  very  deficient  in  light  that 
they  were  condemned  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  should 
see  that  they  are  not  used.  The  ventilation  in  almost  all 
the  rooms  is  bad,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  this  build- 
ing has  a venilating  system.  The  outside  toilets  were 
found  to  be  in  a filthy  condition,  open  at  the  back  and  the 
seats  befouled.  There  is  but  one  small  drinking  fountain 
to  nearly  500  children.  The  County  Commissioners  should 
be  directed  to  install  bathtubs  and  toilets  at  the  county  jail. 
The  jail  is  kept  in  a very  bad  sanitary  condition. 

Orders  were  given  to  entirely  protect  the  operating 
loom  at  the  moving  picture  theatre  against  possible  fire, 
and  to  provide  platforms  for  side  exits. 

An  improvement  at  the  Murdock  Academy  would  be 
the  installation  of  sanitary  hat  and  cloak  racks.  Otherwise 
this  institution  is  in  excellent  condition. 

During  the  summer  the  Commercial  Club  gave  $50  in 
cash  to  the  ward  having  the  best  sanitary  and  civic  condi- 
tions, while  Harry  S.  Joseph,  the  owner  of  the  water 
system,  gave  a $50  sanitary  wash  bowl  to  the  owner  of  the 
best  kept  home. 

CEDAR  CITY. 

This  city  owns  a good  water  system  and  it  has  been 
built  for  twelve  years.  It  cost  $25,000.  The  springs  from 
which  the  supply  is  taken  have  been  well  protected  by  con- 
crete covering  and  the  water  is  piped  for  a distance  of 
seven  miles,  and  conveyed  to  cement  reservoirs  from  which 
it  is  distributed  through  the  city. 

An  inspection  of  the  school  facilities  here  revealed 
some  bad  conditions.  Six  lower  rooms  in  the  City  Hall 
were  being  used  for  the  primary  grades  and  because  of  the 
extremely  insanitary  conditions,  poor  light  and  lack  of  suf- 
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ficient  and  convenient  exits,  we  were  constrained  to  ask 
the  State  Board  of  Health  to  condemn  them  and  order  the 
children  taken  to  safer  and  healthier  quarters.  This  city 
has  three  times  attempted  to  carry  an  election  for  $50,000 
bonds,  but  each  time  failed.  We  had  an  opportunity  of  ad- 
dressing the  parents  on  the  necessity  of  furnishing  proper 
and  adequate  facilities  for  schooling  their  children,  and  we 
are  pleased  to  say  that  while  we  were  there  a fourth  bond 
election  was  held  and  carried  overwhelmingly. 

We  made  a complete  inspection  of  the  Branch  Agri- 
cultural College,  grounds  and  out  buildings  and  found 
everything  in  excellent  sanitary  condition  and  well  kept. 

Very  unsanitary  conditions  were  found  at  both 
slaughter  houses,  especially  that  used  by  Dayton  Johnson. 
However  both  owners  agreed  to  at  once  place  same  in 
sanitary  condition  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Health  Physi- 
cian, both  of  whom  accompanied  me  on  my  inspection, 
agreed  to  see  that  it  was  done. 

Unburned  dead  animals  were  found  at  the  city  dump 
ground  here,  the  stench  from  which  was  intolerable,  and 
they  were  black  with  flies.  This  dump  ground  is  situated 
along  side  of  the  county  road  and  therefore  all  the  more 
reason  why  such  conditions  should  not  be  permitted. 

Cedar  City  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  well  kept  cem- 
etery, water  to  which  is  piped,  thus  affording  the  people  op- 
portunity to  beautify  the  grounds. 


PAROWAN. 

Parowan  has  a water  system  as  fine  as  any  in  the  state. 
The  mountain  spring,  from  which  the  supply  is  taken  is 
located  up  the  canyon,  and  is  protected  by  cement  boxing. 
Five  miles  of  cement  pipe  was  made  on  the  ground,  and 
this  was  used  to  convey  the  water  down  the  mountain  to 
a cement  reservoir,  located  at  the  mouth  of  the  canyon,  the 
reservoir  having  a capacity  of  84,000  gallons.  From  here 
wooden  pipe  is  used  to  distribute  it  through  the  city. 

The  school  house  is  very  poorly  ventilated  and  has  no 
drinking  fountains  in  the  building,  and  but  one  outside  on 
the  grounds  which  makes  it  very  bad  in  stormy  weather. 
With  nearly  400  children  in  attendance  it  is  strongly  urged 
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that  the  trustees  make  some  arrangement  for  improving 
this  condition. 

Conditions  at  the  county  jail  were  found  to  be  abso- 
lutely the  worst  of  any  seen  in  the  state.  The  five  cells  are 
located  in  the  basement  of  the  courthouse  with  neither  suf- 
ficient light,  ventilation,  br  any  toilet  accommodations 
whatever.  Just  prior  to  our  inspection,  three  men  had  been 
held  there  awaiting  trial,  one  having  been  imprisoned  in 
this  dungeon  for  five  months.  They  had  used  one  of  the 
cell  rooms  for  a lavatory  and  the  stench  was  indescribable. 
The  bedding  was  filthy  as  may  well  be  imagined.  We  were 
fortunate  in  meeting  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  Mr.  Evans,  with  whom  we  talked  over  the 
situation  and  he  agreed  to  rent  an  empty  building  and  fit 
up  with  steel  cages  from  the  basement  of  the  courthouse 
until  other  more  permanent  arrangements  could  be  made. 

Here  we  found  another  picture  show  theatre  where  the 
operating  room  needs  lining  in  case  of  fire  from  film  ex- 
plosion. We  had  the  promise  of  the  owners  that  this  would 
be  done. 


ST.  GEORGE. 

The  domestic  water  supply  of  St.  George  is  such  an 
improvement  over  conditions  that  formerly  obtained  that 
we  regret  to  be  obliged  to  still  criticize  it.  The  supply  is 
taken  from  two  canyons  uniting  in  one  stream  at  the  head 
of  Cottonwood  about  four  miles  from  the  commencement 
of  the  canal  which  receives  it.  This  canal  is  about  fifteen 
miles  long  and  being  open,  the  water  is  subject  to  contam- 
ination from  cattle  which  range  in  that  vicinity,  and  from 
sheep  which  cross  it  in  going  to  the  shearing  corrals.  It 
is  emptied  into  an  earth  settling  pond,  from  which  it  is 
piped  to  the  reservoir.  This  reservoir  has  a dilapidated 
wooden  covering,  which  should  be  removed  and  replaced 
with  cement,  or  the  walls  surmounted  with  a substantial 
fence  and  the  reservoir  left  uncovered.  The  bottom  of  the 
settling  pond  should  by  all  means  be  concreted,  so  as  it 
can  be  properly  cleaned  out.  An  order  to  this  effect  should 
be  served  on  the  City  Council. 

Some  corrections  were  suggested  at  the  Woodward 
School  Building  in  some  of  the  rooms,  with  regard  to 
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proper  seating  so  as  to  get  a proper  light.  There  is  an 
enrollment  here  of  about  500  pupils,  with  no  drinking  foun- 
tain in  the  building.  This  oversight  should  be  remedied. 

The  St.  George  Stake  Academy  was  found  to  be  in 
excellent  condition. 

At  the  County  Courthouse  we  found  the  jail  in  good 
shape.  It  is  suggested  that  an  order  be  served  on  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  requiring  them  to  install 
sanitary  toilets  in  the  Courthouse  and  abate  the  filthy  out- 
houses maintained  on  the  courthouse  grounds. 

The  slaughter  house  at  the  edge  of  town,  was  found 
in  a most  insanitary  condition  and  Dr.  Woodbury,  the 
County  Health  Officer,  who  accompanied  me  on  this  in- 
spection, ordered  it  cleaned  up. 

St.  George  is  gradually  but  surely  becoming  a natural 
sanitarium  and  people  affected  with  tuberculosis  especially 
are  seeking  its  salubrious  climate.  Precaution  will  have  to 
be  taken  against  the  indiscriminate  camping  by  invalids  on 
vacant  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city.  Fecal  contamina- 
tion, expectoration  and  washing  of  dirty  handkerchiefs  and 
ether  soiled  linen  are  all  liable  to  be  disastrous  if  some 
supervision  is  not  exercised.  It  would  appear  that  the  peo- 
ple of  St.  George  should  build  inexpensive  cottages  to  rent 
to  those  coming  there  to  abide  with  them.  Not  only 
should  they  do  this  for  the  invalid,  but  for  those  who  are 
gradually  becoming  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  St. 
George  is  a better  winter  resort,  save  the  sea  breeze,  than 
any  part  of  California. 

The  fly  nuisance  which  has  been  almost  a pHgue  here 
in  other  seasons,  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The  people 
have  worked  with  a will  to  destroy  their  breeding  places* 
the  result  of  which  was  that  on  my  inspection  I found  c’ean 
stables,  corrals,  outhouses  and  grounds  generally.  There 
is  still  much  to  be  done  and  in  the  early  spring  the  people 
should  go  at  it  again  with  a will. 

An  inspection  was  made  in  St.  George  of  over  90 
homes  and  many  of  them  were  found  to  be  as  clean  and 
sanitary  as  any  home  need  be,  with  food  well  protected  and 
every  condition  excellently  maintained. 

The  Citv  Council  is  to  be  commended  in  having  made 
a considerable  appropriation  for  cash  prizes  for  well  kept 
homes. 
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WASHINGTON. 

The  water  supply  for  this  little  town  is  from  some 
warm  springs  about  a mile  from  the  center  of  the  city. 
The  water  is  excellent,  but  is  not  piped,  running  to  town 
in  a rock-curbed  ditch,  from  which  it  is  taken  by  the  peo- 
ple. There  is  but  a handful  of  people  here  and  their  bond- 
ing capacity  is  very  limited  indeed,  so  that  it  would  appear 
out  of  the  question  to  expect  any  extended  improvement 
looking  to  the  better  protection  of  the  water  supply,  un- 
less it  be  by  a strict  patrol  of  the  ditches  through  which  it 
flows  which  ought  to  be  required  by  ordinance.  Some  as- 
sistance could  be  rendered  the  City  Council  in  this  regard 
by  an  inspector  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  when' 
next  visiting  this  town. 

What  appears  to  be  an  increasing  menace  to  the  peo- 
ple here,  is  the  growing  prevalence  of  malarial  fever.  This 
cannot  be  wondered  at  when  one  sees  the  amount  of  stag- 
nant water  in  and  about  this  place.  While  we  were  there, 
we  ordered  one  very  bad  pond  filled  and  coal  oil  poured  on 
other  places.  There  is  one  very  large  pond  at  the  head  of 
the  Woolen  Mills  which  should  be  disposed  of  as  it  is  un- 
doubtedly a mosquito  hatching  bed.  The  property  is 
owned  by  a company  at  the  head  of  which  is  E.  H.  Snow 
of  St.  George.  We  feel  confident  these  gentlemen  would 
gladly  co-operate  on  the  request  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  an  effort  to  protect  public  health  there. 

An  inspection  of  the  school  building  shows  it  to  be 
filthy.  A promise  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  that 
these  conditions  would  be  changed  and  the  buildings  put 
in  a sanitary  condition. 


HURRICANE. 

This  little  community  has  really  done  wonders  in  the 
way  of  municipal  improvement,  and  has  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  a solid  and  vigorous  city.  The  question  of  a good 
domestic  water  supply,  has  been  very  successfully  solved 
by  a system  of  cisterns  for  each  home.  These  cisterns  are 
well  built  of  concrete  with  an  average  capacity  of  8,000 
gallons,  about  4,500  lbs.  of  cement  being  required  to  build 
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one.  They  are  filled  twice  a year.  When  it  is  time  to  fill 
them,  all  the  ditches  and  laterals  through  which  the  water 
has  to  flow  are  cleaned  out  thoroughly  and  then  the  water 
is  run  all  day  long  into  the  orchards.  In  the  night  time 
when  all  is  still,  the  cisterns  are  filled.  The  water  is  an- 
alyzed at  intervals  through  the  season,  and  so  far  has  been 
found  perfectly  safe. 

Much  work  has  been  done  on  the  streets  and  side- 
walks and  at  the  time  of  inspection  they  were  in  excellent 
condition  as  also  were  the  corrals  and  outbuildings.  In 
fact  the  people  have  taken  unusual  pains  to  place  their  city 
in  a very  excellent  sanitary  condition. 

The  school  building  and  ward  hall  were  very  clean 
-and  well  ventilated.  We  failed  to  see  any  barb  wire  fences 
while  we  found  flowers  in  profusion. 


FILLMORE. 

Dr.  Stevens,  the  County  Health  Officer,  informed  us 
that  no  wells  were  being  used  for  culinary  purposes.  The 
city  water  supply  comes  from  some  springs  located  some 
three  miles  east  of  Fillmore.  To  get  the  full  volume  of 
the  springs,  the  creek  bed  was  dug  down  to  a distance  of 
75  feet,  and  the  water  piped  to  cement  reservoirs  from 
which  it  is  distributed.  Both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  are  made  every  year  and  the  water  found  to  be 
good.  Like  many  other  places,  the  city  has  no  designated 
dumping  ground  and  the  carcasses  of  dead  animals  are 
dragged  into  the  sagebrush  below  town  and  left  to  decay. 

An  inspection  of  the  County  Courthouse,  jail  and 
grounds  was  fortunately  made  while  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  were  in  session  and  many  insanitary  con- 
ditions were  pointed  out  to  them,  all  of  which  they  prom- 
ised to  correct,  the  most  important  of  which  were  the  in- 
stallation of  sanitary  toilets  in  the  courthouse  and  jail,  and 
the  abating  of  the  objectionable  outhouses  now  in  use, 
also  placing  sanitary  bath  tub  in  the  jail.  Speaking  of  this 
latter  feature,  we  were  reliably  informed  by  one  of  the 
plumbers  at  work  there  that  there  are  only  seven  sanitary 
plumbed  bathtubs  in  the  city,  but  that  a half  dozen  more 
were  ordered  in  as  many  different  homes. 
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The  State  Board  of  Health  should  serve  notice  on  the 
School  Trustees  here  to  install  sanitary  toilets  for  the 
graded  school  building.  They  can  be  very  conveniently  lo- 
cated in  the  building  occupied  by  the  heating  plant.  We 
found  the  outhouses  now  being  used  in  a very  filthy  condi- 
tion. 

The  high  school  buidling  has  a hot  air  heating  plant 
but  it  is  not  a success  and  the  result  is  that  box  stoves  have 
to  be  used.  The  rooms  have  to  be  ventilated  by  opening 
the  windows,  which  is  all  right  while  the  weather  is  favor- 
able, but  in  stormy,  wintry  days  it  is  a question  what  kind 
of  air  the  children  have  to  breath.  The  assembly  room  has 
very  poor  light,  and  the  tattered  blinds  show  neglect. 

In  the  grade  school  building  we  found  just  one  tap  for 
the  pupils  to  drink  from.  There  ought  to  be  at  least  four 
snnitary  drinking  fountains  installed. 

Many  of  the  fences  throughout  the  town  were  sadly 
in  need  of  repair.  Especially  was  this  noticeable  around 
the  school  grounds,  where  we  also  found  empty  cans, 
broken  bottles,  and  other  rubbish  and  garbage. 

Much  work  could  be  done  on  the  streets  of  this  citv. 
Large,  loose  rocks,  sage  brush,  weeds,  and  other  unsightly 
objects  could  very  profitably  be  disposed  of  by  another 
season. 

At  the  rear  of  some  of  the  stores,  we  found  empty 
packing  cases,  crates  and  barrels,  the  loose  excelsior  and 
waste  paper  from  which  was  blowing  everywhere. 

KAYSVILLE. 

This  city  has  a very  excellent  water  system,  although 
inadequate,  and  efforts  are  now  being  made  to  secure  an- 
other spring,  the  waters  from  which  the  state  has  already 
decreed,  but  the  land  on  which  they  are  situated  is  owned 
by  a corporation,  and  condemnation  proceedings  are  being 
instituted  by  the  city  to  secure  title  to  same.  The  land 
will  then  be  fenced  so  as  to  protect  the  springs  from  con- 
tamination. The  present  water  system  was  installed  five 
years  ago,  when  the  city  voted  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $25,- 
000.  What  springs  are  used  are  securely  covered,  and  to 
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afford  additional  protection  from  pollution,  the  land  on 
which  they  are  located  is  securely  fenced  against  tres- 
passing stock.  The  reservoirs  which  the  waters  are  stored 
in  have  a capacity  of  85,000  gallons.  They  are  scrubbed 
out  every  two  months. 

Until  more  water  can  be  secured,  the  city  has  to  use 
the  creek  water  in  low  seasons.  This  water  is  run  through 
the  reservoir,  and  is  fraught  with  danger,  as  the  creek  is 
all  exposed  to  stock  which  have  free  access  to  the  range. 

The  outhouses  for  the  boys  at  the  graded  school  build- 
ing were  found  to  be  in  a very  filthy  condition.  It  would 
seem  reasonable  to  suppose  that  some  immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  by  the  school  board  to  build  sanitary  toilets 
and  tear  down  these  outside  privies.  We  consider  the  lo- 
cation of  the  heating  plant  immediately  under  the  only 
staircase  to  this  building,  a positive  menace.  There  is  no 
fire  escape,  and  if  a fire  should  start  under  the  stairway  it 
would  cut  off  all  means  of  egress. 

The  public  buildings  of  Kaysville  are  found  to  be  in 
excellent  condition.  The  streets  are  clean  and  well  kept, 
fences  are  in  excellent  repair,  and  lawns  and  flower  beds 
are  noticed  on  every  hand. 

The  plant  and  grounds  of  the  Kaysville  Canning  Co. 
were  in  splendid  condition  as  were  also  the  different  stores 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  improvements  in  the  public  water  supplies  have 
exceeded  those  of  any  other  period  in  the  history  of  the 
State.  The  fundamental  importance  of  a pure  water  sup- 
ply would  seem  to  require  no  argument,  but  it  has  been 
necessary  to  exert  every  means  at  the  command  of  the 
Board  to  induce  its  general  recognition. 

No  state  is  more  favored  in  natural  resources,  but 
many  communities  have  been  content  to  use  dangerously 
contaminated  surface  wells  and  ditches  and  have  resisted 
efforts  to  induce  them  to  install  sanitary  systems  from  ideal 
sources  available. 

It  is,  therefore,  particularly  gratifying  to  report  the 
radical  change  taking  place  in  public  sentiment  as  evi- 
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denced  by  the  remarkable  activities  throughout  the  State. 
During  the  biennial  period,  not  less  than  45  towns  have 
either  installed  first  class  systems  or  radically  extended  and 
improved  those  already  existing  at  an  aggregate  expendi- 
ture amounting  to  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
A detailed  record  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  submitted 
in  the  next  report. 

There  is  reason  to  belie  re  that  within  a few  years  prac- 
tically every  town  in  the  State  will  be  provided  with  a pure 
water  supply.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be  stated  that 
the  present  laws  relating  to  the  protection  and  installation 
of  water  supplies  are  entirely  inadequate.  The  power  should 
be  vested  in  the  State  Health  Department  to  enforce  meas- 
ures for  the  protection  of  watersheds  and  the  supervision 
of  water  supplies  are  entirely  inadequate.  The  power  should 
aid  local  communities  and  would  meet  with  general  ap- 
proval. The  Board  has  unsuccessfully  endeavored  to  se- 
cure the  necessary  legislation  and  will  again  introduce  a 
bill  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  legislature,  with  the 
hope  that  it  will  have  favorable  consideration. 

Among  many  instances  that  may  be  cited  demonstrat- 
ing the  need  of  proper  laws  on  the  subject  is  the  experience 
of  the  citizens  of  Helper.  For  years  the  Board  called  at- 
tention to  the  danger  of  the  use  of  Price  river  as  a water 
supply.  The  stream  is  contaminated  by  sewage  from 
which  it  is  impossible  to  protect  it;  and  the  water  is  unfit 
for  culinary  use.  It  was  pointed  out  by  the  Board  that  the 
four  towns  located  on  the  river,  Castle  Gate,  Helper,  Kenil- 
worth and  Price,  could  join  forces  and  pipe  water  from  a 
spring  located  above.  It  was  impossible,  however,  to  in- 
duce the  authorities  to  accept  this  solution  of  the  problem; 
and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Board,  the  town  of 
Helper  was  induced  to  install  a filtration  plant.  The  plant 
has  proved  to  be  expensive  in  operation  and  entirely  in- 
efficient; and  the  people  are  still  supplied  with  highly  con- 
taminated water  after  having  exhausted  their  available 
funds. 

The  other  towns  continue  to  use  Price  river  water  and 
pay  the  penalty  imposed  by  resulting  diseases.  The  town 
of  Price  experienced  a severe  epidemic  of  typhoid  in  1913 
and  there  will  be  no  cessation  in  the  danger  to  the  towns 
involved  until  a proper  source  of  water  is  utilized. 
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Provision  for  the  supervision  and  approval  of  plans  by 
the  State  Health  Department  or  a sanitary  engineer  em- 
ployed by  it  would  have  saved  Helper  from  a disastrous 
situation. 

Fortunately  pure  spring  water  is  generally  available  in 
the  State  and  has  been  recommended  and  adopted  in  many 
instances,  the  water  being  piped  the  entire  distance  from 
the  spring  to  the  consumer,  an  ideal  system.  In  the  case 
of  open  watersheds  where  adequate  protection  from  con- 
tamination cannot  be  insured,  the  hypo  chlorite  method  of 
purification  is  recommended.  The  process  is  inexpensive 
and  extremely  efficient,  but  every  possible  means  of  safe- 
guarding the  purity  of  the  water  at  its  source  should  be 
provided  by  law.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

It  is  appropriate  to  follow  a discussion  of  water  sup- 
plies with  the  subject  of  typhoid  fever.  Undoubtedly  one 
of  the  factors  contributing  to  the  marked  reduction  in 
typhoid  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  the  improve- 
ments above  referred  to.  In  addition,  however,  to  the 
increasing  use  of  pure  water,  the  special  efforts  which  have 
been  made  by  the  Board  to  restrict  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease, the  existence  of  which  is  a reproach  to  any  com- 
munity, have  proved  effective. 

The  law  requiring  the  immediate  notification  of  the 
disease  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  strictly  en- 
forced. Precautionary  measures  have  been  insisted  upon 
and  a representative  of  the  Board  has  made  frequent  visits 
to  localities  where  the  disease  prevailed  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  the  source  of  the  infection  and  advising 
proper  measures. 
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Improved  conditions  of  corrals  and  other  cources  of 
filth  have  greatly  reduced  the  propagation  of  flies,  the 
common  carriers  of  typhoid  germs.  The  privy  vault  con- 
ditions have  improved,  but  there  is  vast  need  for  further 
improvement. 

Typhoid  vaccination  which  has  proved  so  efficient  as 
a preventive  has  been  recommended  without  much  success 
as  yet.  The  State  should  furnish  the  vaccine  free  of  charge 
as  an  essential  public  health  measure. 

What  is  known  as  a typhoid  carrier  was  discovered  in 
Junction  during  1914.  An  epidemic  suddenly  occurred  in 
which  thirty  people  or  ten  per  cent,  of  the  population  were 
attacked.  All  of  these  persons  had  eaten  ice  cream  at  a 
social  gathering  and  no  other  members  of  the  community 
were  affected.  Investigation  discovered  that  the  ice  cream 
had  been  made  by  a woman  who  had  had  typhoid  the  year 
before.  The  woman  has  since  been  under  surveillance  and 
no  other  cases  have  developed. 

Reference  to  the  tables  shows  in  1914  a reduction  in 
typhoid  fever  of  more  than  sixty  per  cent,  compared  with 
the  rate  prior  to  1909.  (Consult  Tables.) 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  typhoid  rate  is  now  twenty- 
five  percent  less  than  the  average  in  the  United  States. 
The  campaign  against  this  readily  controllable  disease  will 
be  actively  continued. 


WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  MEASLES. 

The  prevention  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  re- 
mains the  most  difficult  problem  in  the  control  of  com- 
municable diseases  for  reasons  set  forth  in  former  reports, 
largely  the  fixed  belief  in  the  public  mind  that  the  diseases 
are  trivial  and  unworthy  of  serious  attention.  Nothing 
could  be  further  from  the  truth  as  will  be  noted  by  consult- 
ing the  tables  indicating  the  death  rates,  which  exceed 
those  of  the  other  children’s  diseases  regarded  more  seri- 
ously. 

Education  offers  the  only  hope  of  improvement. 
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SCARLET  FEVER  AND  DIPHTHERIA. 

Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  steadily  yielding  to 
preventive  measures  mainly  through  increasing  thorough- 
ness of  notification  and  regard  for  quarantine,  together 
with  the  more  extended  use  of  antitoxin  in  diphtheria.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  table  showing  the  death 
rate  of  infants  and  children  under  five  years  for  the  year 
1914.  The  reduction  compared  with  previous  years  is 
most  gratifying,  amounting  to  forty  per  cent  in  intestinal 
diseases  under  two  years,  twenty  per  cent  all  causes  under 
one  year,  and  twenty-seven  per  cent  all  causes  under  five 
3/ears. 

The  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions  and  milk 
supply  and  the  measures  adopted  for  the  instruction  of 
mothers  in  the  care  of  infants  are  largely  responsible  for 
the  above  showing. 

The  unnecessary  loss  of  infant  life  still  demands  seri- 
ous consideration  as  it  constitutes  a large  item  in  the  pre- 
ventable death  rate. 

TRICHINOSIS. 

In  April,  1914,  two  fatal  cases  of  trichinosis  occurred 
at  Black  Hawk,  a coal  camp  in  Carbon  County.  An  in- 
vestigation was  made  and  the  infection  was  discovered  to 
be  due  to  eating  raw  pork  from  a hog  raised  and  slaught- 
ered at  that  place.  Strict  precautions  were  taken  to  pre- 


vent  the  further  spread  of  the  disease,  including  the  de- 
struction of  all  hogs  in  which  there  was  reason  to  suspect 
infection. 


SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

The  utility  of  the  law  enacted  in  1909  providing  for 
a commission  on  school  plans  continues  to  be  demonstrat- 
ed. Of  thirty  plans  for  school  buildings  submitted,  fifteen 
were  disapproved  or  returned  for  correction  by  the  com- 
mission on  account  of  serious  defects  in  sanitary  construc- 
tion. Experience  has  proved  that  the  law  requires  amend- 
ments in  various  particulars  which  will  be  covered  in  a 
bill  to  be  presented  to  the  legislature.  Additional  legisla- 
tion is  required  applying  to  buildings  already  constructed 
which  investigations  of  the  board  have  proved  in  many 
instances  to  be  seriously  defective. 

The  law  should  prohibit  the  use  for  school  purposes  of 
any  building  in  which  the  health  of  the  occupants  is  not 
properly  safeguarded. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Increasing  interest  is  displayed  by  local  authorities  in 
the  question  of  sewage  disposal.  In  every  locality  where 
feasible,  strong  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  board  to  in- 
duce the  installation  of  sewerage  systems  with  septic  tanks 
or  other  sanitary  methods  of  disposal.  Several  towns, 
have  constructed  systems  and  in  other  towns  preparations 
to  this  end  are  under  way. 

Until  sewerage  systems  are  established,  sanitary 
privies  have  been  recommended  and  the  past  two  years 
have  shown  great  improvements  in  this  particular.  The 
danger  of  the  contamination  of  flies  from  unsanitary 
privies  and  resulting  dissemination  of  typhoid  fever  and 
other  diseases  is  becoming  recognized.  The  model  sani- 
tary ordinance  of  the  board  has  been  generally  enacted. 

Plans  and  specifications  of  septic  tanks  have  been 
prepared  and  distributed.  Numerous  installations  have 
been  made  by  individuals,  schools  and  municipalities  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  board. 


SALTAIR. 


Representatives  of  the  board  have  frequently  inspect- 
ed the  bathing  resort  at  Saltair  and  have  instructed  the 
management  in  various  matters  relating  to  sanitary  oper- 
ations. A very  offensive  nuisance  has  existed  caused  by 
decomposing  gnats  and  other  putrid  materials  that  are 
washed  ashore ; and  the  company  has  been  ordered  to 
abate  the  nuisance  by  the  construction  of  a breakwater 
for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the  exposed  shore-line.  The 
management  has  agreed  to  effect  the  desired  improve- 
ments before  the  next  season. 

ANNUAL  HEALTH  OFFICERS’  MEETING. 

At  the  annual  health  officers  convention  interesting 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  public  health  were  discussed. 

These  annual  meetings  afford  the  most  effective 
means  at  present  provided  for  the  instruction  of  local 
health  officers,  many  of  whom  have  had  no  medical  train- 
ing. 

EXAMINATION  AND  LICENSING  OF  EMBALM- 
ERS  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF  CORPSES. 

The  handling,  embalming  and  transportation  of  dead 
bodies  by  a person  who  is  ignorant  of  the  methods  where- 
by the  spread  of  disease  infection  may  be  prevented,  is  a 
menace  to  the  public  health;  and  for  years  the  State  Board 
of  Health  has  required  all  persons  practicing  embalming 
to  first  receive  a license  based  on  an  examination  or  reci- 
procation with  other  states. 

The  examinations  aref  conducted  by  the  Secretary 
semi-annually. 

The  transportation  of  corpses  has  also  been  gov- 
erned by  rules  adopted  by  the  board. 

The  enactment  of  a state  law  relating  to  embalming 
and  the  transportation  of  corpses  is  recommended,  em- 
bodying the  same  requirements  as  those  covered  by  the 
rules  of  the  board. 
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The  following  is  a statement  of  fees  received  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  turned  into  the  State  Treas- 
urer for  the  two  year  period  ending  December  31st,  1914:

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GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  secretary  and  executive  officer  of  the  board  has 
devoted  his  chief  energies  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  but 
the  practice  of  his  profession,  rendered  imperative  by  the 
inadequate  compensation  provided,  necessarily  interferes 
with  the  full  efficiency  demanded  by  the  importance  of  the 
duties  imposed  and  the  large  scope  of  the  work.  Provision 
should  be  made  for  a full  time  executive  offier  of  the 
board. 

INSPECTORS. 

It  is  manifestly  impossible  to  meet  the  public  health 
requirements  in  Utah  with  the  meager  force  provided. 
The  funds  appropriated  permit  the  employment  of  only 
two  inspectors  who  tirelessly  and  efficiently  perform  their 
duties  but  have  been  unable  to  properly  cover  the  field. 
Many  human  lives  are  sacrificed  as  a result  of  such  mis- 
placed economy. 

A larger  appropriation  for  the  uses  of  the  board  is 
earnestly  requested.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  increased 
educational  facilities  including  more  extensive  distribu- 
tion of  literature,  moving  picture  apparatus,  etc. ; an  en- 
larged force  of  inspectors,  the  employment  of  school  or 
district  nurses,  and  public  distribution  of  typhoid  vaccine 
and  diphtheria  antitoxin.
